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PETROLZUM REFINERIES IN THE UNITED STATES, JANUARY 1, 1928

INTRODUCTORY SUMMARY 


According to reports received.hy the Bureau of Mines as of January l, 
1928, there were 423 completed petroleum refineries in the United States, with 
a daily crude-oil capacity of 3,250,380 barrels. In addition, 5 refineries, 
with a potential capacity of 22,000 barrels, were being constructed. Of the 
completed refineries, 326, with a capacity of 3,036,125 barrels, or 93 per cent 
of the total capacity, were in operation and 97, with a eapacryy of 214,255 
barrels, or 7 per cent of the total, were shut down. 


‘The keen eempsti eink and low margin of profit which have harassed the 
refining branch of the petroleum industry in recent years were intensified in 
1927, when prices in general suffered a material decline. Despite a correspond- 
ing drop in the price of crude, the average small skimming plant operated ata 
loss in 1927, witn the result that some of the plants were forced to shut down 
and others were sold. The number of shut-down plants declined from 138 the 
first of the year to 97 on December 31, 1927. Approximately one-half of the 
difference - that is, 20 plants ~- represent those dismantled during the year; 
the remainder, those which have been shut down for at least five years and were 
removed from the list. On the other hand, the larger refineries having greater 
financial resources were able to weather the storm and in some instances to 
exnand their facilities. This is illustrated by the fact that although the 
total number of completed refineries declined from 466 on January 1, 1927, to 
423 on January 1, 1928, the total daily capacity increased from 3,061,007 
barrels to 3,250,380 barrels, a gain of 6 per cent. Runs of crude petroleum 
to stills in 1927 registered an increase of only 6 per cent over 1926, which 
indicates that the growth in refinery capacity is keeping pace with the demand 
for all refined products. 


Qwing to the wholesale disrantling of small skimming plants in Texas in 
1927 this State dropped from first to second, in favor of California, both in 
number of completed plants and in number of operating plants. California con- 
tinued to rank first in capacity but is seriously threatened by Texas, which 
made up for the loss in number of plants by recording a material increase in 
capacity, particularly in tne Gulf coast area.

The only area of flush production in 1927 that was not fairly close to. 
refining centers was West Texas, where the greater part of the building program 
of that year was projected. Construction in West Texas did not assume the pro- 
portions of a rush, for, in spite of the prevailing low price of 60 cents per 
barrel for crude, the high sulphur content, the distance from markets, and the 
low prices of refined products made tne matter of building refineries in West 
Texas one for serious deliberation. 


Two plants, those of the Crew Levick and the Gulf Refining companies, 
were opened near Philadelphia and constituted nearly ail of the new construction 
on the Atlantic seaboard placed in operation in 1927. 


Of the total number of completed or building plants, 247 with a 
capacity of 924,170 barrels or 28 per cent of the total capacity, were skimming 
plants; and 42, with a capacity of 1,580,500 barrels, or 49 per cent of the 
total, were complete plants. This compares rith 26 per cent skimming and 48 
per cent complete on January 1, 1927. The surplus of crude in 1927 and the 
corresponding low price distinctly checked the grovth in the use of cracking 
equipment. The refineries possessing cracking equipment on January 1, 1928, 
totaled 174. Figures for the total capacity of these plants have not yet been 
compiled, but it is doubtful if there is much change from the preceding year.

Daily capacityv:, The capacity given represents the average daily crude throughput 
or the plant in complete onveration, exoressed in barrels of 42 U. S. 
gallons. There is no hard and fast rule governing the size. of plants, 

_for where refineries are partly or completely shut down the rated 

capacity often varies with personal opinion. Furthermore, crude through- 
put fluctuates with the nature of tne products that are derived. For 
exanmle, the crude-oil capacity of a plant engaged in skimming is much 
greater than when lubricating oils are being produced. 


Type of plant: Nine types of plants are recognized in this directory and are 
listed below, together with the products commonly obtained. It should 
be borne in mind, however, that the products produced are geverned to 
some extent by the grade of crude oil used. Furthermore, the type of 
plant often varies with usage; for example, a wax plant in the Appa-. 
lachian area is considered as a complete plant in the Mid-Continent |
